At the 
fiist bluBh one would naturally conclude 
that nuder tbo pr<sent Mr ff we would 
grow all' our own grait, and that tbe 
Oanadian tariff woold be certain death 
to grain-growers. But a glance at facts 
will reveal a different Btaio of things 
iLltbongb the grain yrowt-rs cf Btiusb 
ColutDbla (West of the Ca'cude Kange) 
have eojoyed'tne enbrmoas protection 
ot 36 cettU on every 100 lb<«. of wneat 
•od 80 eeots on other kinds of graio , it 
is a face tha' tbey do not yet produce 
nearly enough for chickea-feed 1 Atid, 
as for human Jood, we belio76wonio 
warranted in assertiog that during t.vo 
years there has not been coosnaiQd io 
this market one barrel of colonial flour.

mitted that a measnro which has so 
signally, eo entirely ioiled in the 
past to produce the intended re- 
sult could not be relfed upon In the 
tn'nre. It is to be boliOTed that, bb in 
tho past, the great bulk of grain, and 
all or nearly all tbo flour required lor 
consumption io the lower cjuutry 
would contiouo to be imported, tho 
farmers still preft^rring to confine their 
atteution to more profitable branches. 
But tifire' ier one' reflection in this con- 
nootlon, which must have very great 
weight, as ngaiost tho continuance of 
tho presont. tariff. Under Confodora- 
tioQ and^he retention of our tariff this 
enorinf\as ' '.tax . iajpon bread and grain 
would all go. out ot the country and bo 
absorbed ih^lh'e general revenue. Under 
all the circomstances it would not appear 
to be the tmo interegi of the farmer to 
retain the hi^her tariff wbiob, while pro- 
teasing to protect him, in reality means 
taxation and nothing else. This h'gber 
taxation enters into his every effort. It 
•ia in the price ho pays lor labor. It is 
in bis moat and his drink. It, ia in hiH 
clothing. lie smokes it and stiuffs it. 
It inaiouates itself into every iniercsi 
and every indastry ; and not tbo least 
danger ojnRists in itB deceptive charac- 
ter. Wo incline to tho belief ibul, if 
i.boso who still dir ■• lo ibis Ho«cullt'il 
(iroiueUve tarifl, ^ver- to make a strict 
account ot what is lost and gamed by it, 
uvoii wliiio the revenue derived there- 
from is retained in tbo colony, it would 
ve found that proloctioii has been pur- 
obacbd V dearly. Thfre is in the 
Cauadiau tariff one item ^^ 'jieh, in oui 
pimou, will cuDsiit te a bet-off to any 
iiiagiiary loss ot protection enjoyed 
under the present tariff. We allude to 
the article of caiilo. The present tariff 
imposes a duty of 8l2 on milch cows, 
and S3 on bsef oa tlo. Tbo Canudiun 
iiirifl' imposes a duty ot ten per cent ad 
valorem upon animals of all kinos, ox-
